Dear  Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  11,  Section  151,  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  1921,  the  report  of  the  State 
Auditor  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1923,  and  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1924,   arranged  in  three   parts,   namely: 


Part  1.  Text  of  report  containing  comments  and  information  relating  to  the 
fiscal  affairs  of  the  State,  consisting  of  general  balance  sheet  and  supporting  ex- 
hibits, and  suggestions  for  the  improvement  and  management  of  public  revenue. 

Part  2.  Financial  statements,  in  tabular  form,  showing  the  condition  of  the 
various  funds  of  the  State;  tabular  statement  of  appropriations  made  by  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly;  amounts  expended  and  balances,  if  any;  and  miscellaneous  state- 
ments relative  to  State  affairs. 

Part  3.  Statements  of  revenue  chargeable  to  each  county;  amounts  paid  and 
amounts  unpaid  or  due  therefrom  for  the  years  1922  and  1923. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS. 

The  finances  of  the  State  for  the  biennium  ended  June  30,  1924,  do  not  show  so 
favorable  a  financial  condition  as  that  of  two  years  ago.  A  careful  perusal  of  this 
report  and  a  general  review  of  the  transactions  of  the  State,  as  reflected  in  the 
several  financial  statements  presented  herewith,  indicate  the  need  of  strict  economy. 


In  my  Biennial  Report  of  1921-1922,  I  suggested  that  a  most  determined  effort 
be  made  toward  strict  economy  in  public  affairs  and  that  no  appropriations  be 
granted  without  first  considering  seriously  the  necessity  of  the  services  to  be  ren- 
dered, in  connection  with  the  amount  of  funds  available  to  meet  the  proposed  cost. 

The  Seventeenth  Legislative  Assembly  appropriated  from  the  General  Fund  ap- 
proximately six  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($600,000.00)  in  excess  of  the  estimated 
revenue  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1923.  The  last  Legislature,  the  Eighteenth 
Session,  appropriated  from  the  General  Fund  approximately  eight  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ($800,000.00)  in  excess  of  the  estimated  revenue  for  the  period  beginning 
July  1,  1923,  and  ended  June  30,  1924.  Over-appropriation  of  funds  encourages  exces- 
sive expenditures  and  should  be  discouraged. 

The  Eighteenth  Legislative  Assembly,  by  Chapter  13,  Section  3,  Session  Laws  of 
1923,  authorized  the  transfer  of  the  State  Examiner  Fund  and  the  State  Banking 
Fund  to  the  General  Fund,  as   suggested  in  my   last  report. 

The  Eighteenth  Legislative  Assembly  by  Chapter  110,  Section  1,  Session  Laws  of 
1923,  directed  the  State  Treasurer  and  the  State  Auditor  to  open  and  maintain,  upon 
their  respective  books  of  accounts,  a  classfication  of  controlling  fund  accounts  for 
the  recording  and  reporting  of  all  moneys  coming  into  the  custody  of  the  State,  as 
follows: 

General  Fund,  Bounty  Fund,  Fish  and  Game  Fund,  Livestock  Commission  Fund, 
Livestock  Sanitary  Board  Fund,  Educational  Bond  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund,  Veter- 
ans' Welfare  Bond  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund,  Hail  Insurance  Fund,  Escheated 
Estates  Fund,  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  Fund,  Law  Enforcement  Fund,  State 
Trust  and  Agency  Funds,  Federal  Trust  and  Agency  Funds,  Federal  Land  Grant 
Permanent  Funds,  Federal  Land  Grant  Income  Funds  and  Interest-Bearing  Invest- 
ment   Funds.

CASH  BALANCE  IN  TREASURY,  $2,627,828.66.  This  represents  the  total  balance 
of  cash  in  the  State  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  all  funds  as  per  State  Treasurer's 
Monthly  report,  June  30,  1924.  This  cash  is  distributed  among  the  funds  for  Invest- 
ments, Trust  Funds,  Revolving  Funds,  Educational  Bond  Funds  and  for  various  gen- 
eral   purposes   of   government. 

The  transactions  of  all  funds  in  the  treasury  for  the  period,  July  1,  1922,  to 
June  30,  1924,  are  summarized  as  follows:

The  par  value  of  the  invest- 
ments held  in  trust  for  the  various  trust  and  sinking  funds  of  the  state  amounted 
on  June  30,  1924,  to  $12,987,510.18,  a  decrease  of  $871,881.04,  compared  with  the  amount 
of  $13,859,391.22,  June  30,  1922.  A  summary  statement  of  the  investment  transactions 
of  the  trust  and  sinking  funds  for  the  period,  July  1,  1922,  to  June  30,  1924,  is  as 
follows:

TAXES  ACCRUED— NOT  COLLECTED— $950,717.54.  As  shown  by  Statement 
No.  30  of  this  report,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  151  of  the  Revised 
Codes  of  Montana,  1921. 

WARRANTS  OUTSTANDING,  $4,658,380.62.  It  will  be  noted  from  the  balance 
sheet  that  the  outstanding  warrant  indebtedness  has  increased  by  the  amount  of 
$1,383,982.06.  The  increase  of  the  General  Fund  warrants  is  $903,201.66,  and  the  in- 
crease of  the  Special  Fund  warrants  is  $480,780.40.  Statements  Nos.  5  and  6  furnish 
detail  of  transactions. 

FUNDED  DEBT,  $4,873,300.00.  The  total  State  bonded  indebtedness,  June  30, 
1924,  was  $4,873,300.00,  with  cash  sinking  funds  on  hand  in  the  amount  of  $235,827.55, 
and  the  amount  of  $246,344.84  held  for  investments,  making  a  net  debt  of  $4,391,127.61. 
This  is  $120,207.38  increase  over  the  net  debt  on  June  30,  1922,  which  was  $4,270,- 
920.23,  as  shown  below  in  summary  of  transactions.  The  increase  in  Bonded  In- 
debtedness was  due  to  the  sale  of  $795,000.00  of  the   $5,000,000.00   Educational   Bonds 
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voted  at  the  general  election,  November,  1920.  Veteran  Welfare  Bonds  have  been 
decreased  $15,700.00.  War  Defense  Bonds  in  the  amount  of  $'430,000.00  have  been  paid 
and  redeemed.  Capitol  Building  Bonds— Refunding:  balance  outstanding  June  30, 
1922,  in  the  amount  of  $24,000.00  has  been  paid  and  redeemed  during  the  past  two 
years  and  Capitol  Building,  Third  Issue,  paid  and  redeemed,  $50,000.00.  Total  re- 
demptions for  the  past  two  years,  $519,700.00.

NOTE] — This  office  cannot  certify  to  the  correctness  of  figures  contained  in  Exhibits, 
"B,  C,  D,  E,  F  and  G"  as  same  were  submitted  by  the  various  departments  and  institutions 
without    being    verified. 

I  am  charged  with  the  duty  of  suggesting  plans  for  the  improvement  and  man- 
agement of  the  public  revenues.  In  compliance  with  this  duty,  I  will  endeavor  to 
enumerate  under  the  several  headings  a  general  review  of  the  principal  matters 
relating  to  the  transaction  of  the  State's  affairs  during  the  period  of  this  report, 
together  with  recommendations  for  the  future. 

ACCOUNTING  SYSTEM. 

In  my  previous  report  I  suggested  that  some  centralized  system  of  control  of  the 
accounts  in  the  several  State  Departments,  Commissions,  Boards  and  Bureaus  be 
established   in   uniformity   with   the   accounts    of  the    State   Auditor's    Office. 

I  wish,  at  this  time,  to  renew  the  suggestion  in  my  last  Biennial  Report  and 
most  respectfully  recommend  that  the  preparation,  installation,  supervision  and 
audit  of  all  departmental  systems  should  be  declared  the  duty  of  the  State  Auditor. 
If  legislation  be  enacted  in  compliance  with  my  recommendation,  it  would  permit  of 
intelligent  analysis  by  reporting  government  operation  from  a  centralized  accounting 
agency  without  raising  separate  activity  accounts  to  collect  desired  data  for  reports 
and  public  information.  It  is  beyond  question  that  every  departmental  system  of 
accounting  should  center  and  interlink  with  the  accounts  of  the  State  Auditor's  office, 
but  owing  to  conflicting  and  hampering  statutes  the  State  Auditor  is  without  legal 
authority  to  install   such   systems  or  to  supervise  them   when   installed. 

STATE  BUDGET  APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  Budget  System  of  handling  appropriations  has  proved  very  satisfactory  in 
the  preparation  of  financial  information  and  furnishing  definite  data,  and  provides  for 
the  representatives  of  the  people  trustworthy  information  regarding  the  interior 
workings   of  the   State  government. 

The  experience  of  other  states  operating  under  the  Budget  System  and  forty 
months  of  operation  in  this  state  have  shown  that  certain  additional  legislation  is 
necessary  in  order  to  secure  adequate  and  uniform  means  to  limit  and  control  public 
expenditures. 

In  my  previous  report  I  recommended  as  essential  that  legislation  be  enacted  to 
provide  for  some  measure  of  supervision  over  expenditures  at  or  before  the  time 
they  are  incurred.  I  am  pleased  to  advise  you  that  in  the  1925  Budget  Report  of 
the  State  Accountant  to  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  my  recommendation  was  con- 
curred in.  It  is  obvious  that  some  changes  must  be  made  in  appropriation  bills  as  to 
lump  sum  appropriations.  I  have  observed  from  a  careful  survey  of  appropriation 
expenditures  that  a  number  of  administrative  offices  having  lump  sums  of  money  at 
their  disposal  have  used  it  for  purposes  in  no  way  connected  with  the  work  the 
Legislative  Assembly  intended  the  appropriations  to  accomplish.  To  remedy  the  de- 
fects in  present  methods  and  to  check  the  abuses  which  exist,  I  recommend  that  ap- 
propriation bills  be  drawn  in  lump  sum  appropriations  set  up  directly  from  informa- 
tion contained  in  the  budget  schedules  under  the  Organization  Unit  Plan,  with  head- 
ings and  segregations  used  in  the  present  budget,  namely:  Operation,  Capital  Ex- 
penditures, Repairs  and  Replacements,  which  schedules  contain  practically  all  the 
details  that  should  be  written  in  the  appropriation  bill  to  insure  proper  control  over 
expenditures  and,  at  the  same  time,  cannot  hamper  the  free  exercise  of  administrative 
discretion. 
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The  lump  sum  appropriation  under  the  classification  of  Operation,  for  instance, 
should  be  required  to  be  expended  according  to  a  supporting  schedule  wherein  the 
main  purposes— Salaries,  Office  Supplies  and  Expenses,  Traveling  Expenses,  Printing 
and  Binding  Reports,  etc.,  are  enumerated  and  the  amount  allotted  to  each  is  shown. 

It  should  be  provided  that  transfers  may  be  made  within  each  schedule  between 
the  several  classes  of  expenditures  by  the  Budget-making  authority,  on  the  approval 
and  order  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners. 

STATE  BOARD  OF  EXAMINERS. 

The  Legislative  Assembly  of  1921,  recognizing  the  need  of  equalizing  the  com- 
pensation, term  and  tenure  of  office  of  all  assistants,  clerks  and  stenographers  in  tne 
various  state  offices  and  in  the  interest  of  economy  and  efficiency  provided  (see  Chap- 
ter 18,  Section  273,  Revised  Codes  of  1921)  that  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  SHALL 
by  resolution,  fix  and  designate  the  number,  compensation,  term  and  tenure  of  office 
of  all  such  employes  of  the  State.  It  is  clear  that  this  statute  was  intended  to  be 
mandatory  in  its  terms  and  was  designed  to  produce  certain  definite  results.  It  is  to 
be  regretted  that,  up  to  the  present  time,  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  has  wholly 
failed  to  perform  the  duties  with  which  this  statute  charges  it. 

A  practice  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  is  becoming  more  prevalent  in  author- 
izing certain  state  institutions  to  use  certain  of  their  miscellaneous  receipts  for 
current  expenses.  Under  this  condition  the  expenditures  from  the  State  Treasury  do 
not  represent  the  true  cost  of  maintenance  and  I  do  not  believe  that  there  is  suffi- 
cient justification  to  warrant  such  authorization.  In  fact,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
laws  authorizing  expenditures  out  of  current  receipts  without  appropriations  by  the 
Legislature  are  directly  contrary  to  Chapter  12,  Sections  192,  193,  194  and  196,  Re- 
vised Codes  of  1921,  and  the  provisions  of  Section  34  of  Article  V  of  the  State  Con- 
stitution.

GENERAL  FUND  APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  General  Fund  appropriations  granted  by  the  regular  and  extraordinary  ses- 
sions of  the  Seventeenth  Legislative  Assembly  and  by  the  regular  and  extraordinary 
sessions  of  the  Eighteenth  Legislative  Assembly,  and  approved  by  the  Governor,  for 
the  three  periods  below  specified,   amounted  to   $10,908,050.12,    as   follows:

For  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1924,  I  am  gratified  to  state  that  the  appropria- 
tion expenditures  from  the  General  Fund  were  within  the  receipts.  This  is  a  remark- 
able showing  considering  the  fact  of  the  over-appropriations  made  by  the  last  Legis- 
lature. 
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Initiative  Measure  No.  18,  passed  by  the  voters  of  Montana  at  the  November 
election  of  1920  authorized  that  moneys  derived  from  the  one  and  one-half  (iy2)  mills 
of  the  three  and  one-half  (3%)  mills  General  Fund  levy  were  to  be  appropriated  for 
the  support,  maintenance  and  improvement  of  the  institutions  comprised  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Montana. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  accounts  of  the  Greater  University 
of  Montana  indicate  that  important  activity  has  made  a  consistent  effort  to  function 
within  the  revenues  provided  by  the  one  and  one-half  mills  levy.  The  general  fund 
appropriation  expenditures  of  the  Greater  University,  not  including  the  Extension 
Service  and  the  Experiment  Station,  during  the  past  three  years,  aggregate  $1,934,820.59, 
as  shown  by  the  appended  statement.  For  the  same  period  the  general  fund  receipts 
derived,  from  the  one  and  one-half  mill  levy  were  $1,884,587.79,  or  within  $50,232.80  of 
the    general    fund    appropriation    expenditures. 

In  this  connection,  I  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  State  Board  of  Examin- 
ers has  recommended  in  the  1925  Budget  that  the  University  of  Montana  be  held 
within  the  proceeds  of  the  one  and  one-half  mill  levy,  without  further  encroachment 
upon  the  general  revenues  of  the  State.

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  condensed  schedule,  Statement  No.  -2ti7"of  this 
report,  Classification  of  Expenditures  from  all  departments  from  all  offices  for  the 
fiscal  years  ended  June  30,  1923,  and  June  30,  1924,  as  furnished  by  the  Budget  De- 
partment, which  will  give  comprehensive  information  for  the  Legislative  Assembly 
and   tax-paying   public. 

I  most  respectfully  urge  the  closing  of  the  Capitol  Annex  Bond  Fund  and  the 
transfer  of  the  cash  surplus  existing  therein,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $36.29,  to  the 
General   Fund  of  the   State. 

The  balance  in  the  Oil  Inspection  Fund  to  the  amount  of  $2,609.69  should  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  General  Fund,  as  the  original  creation  of  said  fund  was  by  transfer 
from  the  General  Fund.  The  accumulation  of  $26,042.65  in  the  Board  of  Health 
Maintenance  Fund  should  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund,  as  the  expenses  of 
the  Board  of  Health   are  appropriated   from   the   General   Fund. 

Also  the  balance  in  the  Veterans'  WelfaVe  Commission  Fund,  to  the  amount  of 
$414.16,  should  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund. 

OLD  AGE   PENSION  LAW. 

The  Eighteenth  Legislative  Assembly,  by  Chapter  72,  Session  Laws  of  1923, 
enacted  an  Old  Age  Pension  Law  and  directed  that  the  Old  Age  Pension  Commis- 
sion of  each  county  shall  make  a  report  within  ninety  (90)  days  after  the  close  of  the 
Calendar  year  to  the  State  Auditor.  I  have  prepared  a  Statement,  Statement  No.  21, 
in  this  report,  of  the  various  Old  Age  Pension  Commissions  from  the  several  counties 
of  the   state.

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  advise  you  that  during  the  past  year,  reports  received 
by  this  office  indicate  clearly  that  our  law  is  proving  most  satisfactory.  However, 
some  reports  suggest  that  the  age  limit  should  be  sixty   (60)   years  as  in  the  title  of 
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the  bill  instead  of  seventy  (70)   years.     Reports  to  the  State  Auditor  should  be  made 
at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  June  30,  instead  of  at  the  end  of  the  calendar  year. 

I  BELIEVE  AND  RECOMMEND:  That  Chapter  72,  Section  5  and  Section  21,  Ses- 
sion Laws  of  1923,  should  be  amended  as  suggested  above. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  desire  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  hearty  cooperation  given  me  by  the 
heads  of  the  various  departments  and  more  especially  I  am  indebted  to  the  State 
Accountant,  the  State  Purchasing  Agent  and  to  the  Executive  Head  of  the  Highway 
Commission  for  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  me  during  the  past  two  years.
